Many good and great men, alarmed 
by the tense darkness of the times in 
which we live, coupled with the dire 
need of a revival within the various 
church groups, issued a call last year 
in which demand was made for a 
call conference in St. Louis, Mo., April 
6-9, 1942, for the purpose of forming 
some workable understanding among 
church groups which favored evangel- 
ism. 

THE ST. LOUIS CONVENTION 
was of itself a prelude to the Chicago 
convention. Around 170 great church 
leaders met at St. Louis, Mo., April 
6-9, 1942, representing some twenty- 
six different denominations. These 
consisted of educators from various 
outstanding schools and colleges, edi- 
tors, authors and writers of leading 
church papers and periodicals. Pas- 
tors of note and ability, such as Dr. 
Harold J. Ockenga, of Park Street 
Church, Boston; Dr. William Ward 
Ayer, of Calvary Baptist Church, New 
York City; Dr. R. G. Lee, pastor of the 
Baptist Church, of Memphis; Dr. 
Daniel Iverson, pastor of the Presby- 
terian Church, of Miami, Fla.; Dr. 
J. Elwin Wright, of the New England 
Fellowship; Dr. T. Roland Phillips, of 
Baltimore; Dr. Robert J. Bateman, of 


Memphis (now deceased); Bishop 
Leslie Marston, and others. J. H. 
Walker, General Overseer of the 


Church of God, who was among the 
original signers for this convention, 
was also present. Other Church of 
God officials present were: 
Paulk, Second Assistant General 
Overseer; E. L. Simmons, Editor of the 
Evangel; M. P. Cross, Chairman of 
the Mission ‘Board; lastly, E. C. Clark, 
member of the Mission Board. 
EMBRYONICALLY UNIQUE 
The St. Louis Convention was not 
the first convention of its kind having 
met for general purposes. I am, how- 
ever, of the opinion that it was about 
the only one of its kind in function. 
It was simply a marvelous feat of the 
grace of God to see how these men, 
quite widely separated on their theo- 
logical views but unanimously agreed 
that all men must be saved by the 
grace of God, and no less by the blood 
of the atonement of Jesus Christ, 
glided so harmoniously from one 
eventful feature to another until the 
temporary organization for the Nation- 
al Association of Evangelicals was 
Qeompietea. This done, a strong cam- 
paign of regional meetings was 
planned and put into operation as a 
preparatory move for the Chicago con- 
vention which convened May 3-7, 1943, 
at LaSalle Hotel, Chicago, for the pur- 
pose of drafting a permanent form of 


organization for the future and fur-- 


therance of the work of Evangelicals 
throughout the entire nation. 
PURPOSE 

It was made quite clear at the St. 
Louis convention that the various 
Evangelical churches or groups_ of 
churches had no true representation, 
in that there was no one authorita- 
tively constituted to represent them 
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concerning national trends and poli- 
cies. Many such groups were supposed- 
ly represented by and through the Fed- 
eral Council of Churches, which, be- 
cause of its communistic leanings, had 
thrown itself into disrepute by those 
who held to the old Book and the old 
faith. Therefore, there were actually 
several millions not represented by 
the Federal Council neither in doc- 
trine, purpose or in Spirit. These were 
not the kind of “gone with the wind” 
ministers and laymen; they were the 
true backbone of the churches of 
which they were leaders or members. 
To provide leadership which could 
properly represent them, was one es- 
sential feature and need. During these 
days of amalgamation of corpora- 
tions, industry, labor, yes, and even 
Christianity, it has become apparent 
that there is a very great need for a 
united voice and front, to give added 
weight to whatever issue may arise. 
The voice of several millions of Evan- 
gelicals will have a great deal more 
recognizance than will the voice of the 
various small groups. 
UNITY OF VARIETY 

This is exactly what is found in all 
creation and nature. I must admit 
that I have never seen quite so much 
variety in Christianity assembled as I 
saw in the Chicago convention. What 
is, however, more essential, I certain- 
ly never have seen so much unity of 
variety. Unity was there and I vouch 
for the fact that every minister who 
attended that convention will wit- 
ness to the truth of this statement. 
The key person was Christ. The key- 
note was unity of believers in Christ. 
This unity is a practical working uni- 
ty. Prime Minister Winston Churchill 
recently said, “I rejoice to learn of 
the enormous progress that is being 
made among all religious bodies in 
freeing themselves from _ sectarian 
jealousies and feuds, while preserving 
— the tenets of their own 
faith.” 


FREEDOM 

Every church group represented in 
the Evangelicals is and will be free 
to preach its convictions about the 
Word of God. There was no effort to 
tell anyone what to preach, except he 
must preach Christ. To be associated 
in this great body of Evangelicals he 
must at least believe the following: 

1. We believe the Bible to be the in- 
spired Word of God. 

2. We believe that, in order to have 
eternal life, everyone must be “born 
again” by the Holy Spirit. 

3. We believe that salvation is had 
only through faith in Jesus Christ, 
the Lamb of God. 

4. We believe in the unity of all true 
believers in Christ. 

5. As to the Lord Jesus Christ, we 
hold to the following: His virgin birth, 
the reality of His miracles as recorded 
in the New Testament, His strong 
sacrifice for our sins, His bodily res- 
urrection, and His return. 

We believe that all true Evangeli- 
cals hold to this faith and that they 
should unite their testimony. Thus 
would we greatly hasten the evangeli- 
zation of the masses. 


CHICAGO CONVENTION 

The Chicago Convention opened 
Monday, 2:30 p. m., with a meeting 
of various committees at the LaSalle 
Hotel, followed by a general prayer 
meeting at 7:30 p. m., which was well 
attended and which was one of great 
blessing and encouragement. Tuesday 
work study groups and com- 
mittees were appointed to cover vari- 
ous fields of endeavor, who, after 
many hours of arduous labor, report- 
ed back their contribution to the Con- 
vention in the form of resolutions and 
reports favorable to the requirements 
and furtherance of constitutional pro- 
gram. The constitution was adopted 
without objection, with its entire 
framework and bylaws.

Gideons Can’t Meet Demand 
for Bibles 


CHICAGO, Ill., May 14—Miss M. F. 
DeWar, international secretary of the 
Gideon Society, reports that men and 
women in the nation’s armed serv- 
ices are receiving pocket sized Bibles 
from the society at the rate of 300,000 
a month, which is 100,000 short of the 
demand. 

The society has already distributed 
over 4,250,000 Bibles to service men 
and women and Red Cross nurses. 
Present plans call for 1,750,000 more 
this year. 

Miss DeWar states that the society 
receives 400,000 requests each month 
but they can’t get them made fast 
enough to meet the demand.

ATLANTA, Ga. (RNS) —The problem 
of juvenile delinquency in Atlanta is 
too complicated for the police alone 
to solve, according to the Rev. 
Raimundo de Ovies, dean of the 
Cathedral of St. Philip, after a visit 
to the Police Department where hun- 
dreds of young arrested criminals are 
brought each month for fingerprint- 
ing and photographing. 

“The bulk of that tragic record,” the 
dean said, “were youths, mere young- 
sters, of both sexes. Girls are picked 
up off the streets, nightly, girls of 
only fifteen or less, and the tests made 
on them in the laboratory by com- 
petent technicians tell a shocking 
story in only too many instances. One 
clear fact stands out unescapably. 
The age of crime is steadily lowering. 
It is becoming increasingly juvenile 
at an alarming rate.” 


Child Delinquency 


The most important thing in the 
news for the past week appears to 
have been the ever increasing and 
alarming rate of delinquency among 
the teen-age young people. Louis T. 
Talbot, writing in the King’s Business, 
states that in “war towns the increase 
was actually up 100 per cent.” Then 
singling out one of four, he continued, 
“Slick-haired eighteen-year-old Amos 
Raymond Latshaw coolly confessed 
the murder of five kinsfolk. When his 
father and stepmother fell to arguing, 


Amos shot and killed them both; then 
to cover up, killed his grandfather 
and grandmother. His eight-year-old 
brother stood by crying, “so I let him 
have it too.” He further quotes the 
“chief county probation officer” in 
Los Angeles as making the following 
disclosure: “Within two weeks, Juven- 
ile Hall has held as many as 317 boys 
and girls in one day, and the hall’s 
school for juveniles, equipped to 
serve 200 students, has had an aver- 
age daily attendance of 260.” These 
things are indeed alarming, if we are 
to be interested in post-war marriages 
and their offspring.

A Double Tribute 


J. Edgar Hoover, Director of FBI, 
made the following tribute to Good 
Friday: 


“Throughout the world today peace 


loving men have taken to arms lest 
the unbridled fury of power-mad ag- 
gressors destroy all that we know to 
be good and righteous. On this Good 
Friday let us humbly look to the cross 
for strength and inspiration. There in 
the suffering figure of Christ, who 
brought peace to the world, we will 
find assurance that no sacrifice can 
be too great when our cause is just. 
He gave His life for love of us. We 
will not rest until His peace has been 
regained for all men.” 

Concerning which Hon. Louis Lud- 
low, of Indiana, in the House of Rep- 
resentatives, made the following tri- 
bute to Mr. Hoover: 

“To my way of thinking, the most 
significant of all the pronouncemenis 
on Good Friday this year did not come 
from a pulpit nor from the lips of a 
minister nor from the _ cloistered 
depths where men of God commune 
with divinity. 

“It came from the greatest police 
officer in the world today—J. Edgar 
Hoover, Director of the Federal Bu- 
reau of Investigation. He is the great- 
est, not only because of his personal 
ability, not only because of the super- 
efficiency of the vast organization of 
which he is the creator and the mas- 
ter mind, but even more because he is 
humane, because he loves his fellow 
men, because his feet are planted on 
the Rock of Ages. 

“T read in an obscure corner of a 
newspaper a few days ago some 
Thoughts for Good Friday contributed 
by Mr. Hoover, and I am going to 
rescue those thoughts from their out- 
of-the-way niche on the advertising 
page and insert them in the Congres- 
sional Record because I would like for 
everybody in this bleeding world to

Mr. Hoover is the man who keeps 
telling fathers and mothers about 
the increase of crime among boys and 
girls.

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Ow Responsibility to Cyod 


Text: Romans 1:14-16, “I am debtor 
both to the Greeks, and to the Bar- 
barians; both to the wise, and to the 
unwise. So, as much as in me is, I am 
ready to preach the gospel to you that 
are at Rome also. For I am not 
ashamed of the gospel of Christ: for 
it is the power of God unto salvation 
to every one that believeth; to the 
Jew first, and also to the Greek.” 


Introduction: Christians do not seem 
to realize their responsible position. 
It shall be the intent of this message 
to bring before you this realization. 
The word “Christian” means “to be 
like Christ.” Nothing greater can be 
said of any one than to say that he 
is Christlike or a Christian. 

Our responsibility means just this: 
that we are responsible to God and 
also to His Church for many things. 
I shall bring some of these things 
before you at this time. 

Let us notice that the Apostle Paul 
had a great responsibility. He said in 
the text, “I am a debtor to the Greeks, 
and to the Barbarians; also to the wise 
and the unwise.” Now a debtor is one 
who owes a debt. Another thing, a 
debtor is responsible for his debts. 

Let us notice Romans 11:29, “For 
the gifts and calling of God are with- 
out repentance.” Therefore, if God 
has called us into His work, we can- 
not repent of this work. There is no 
way out of this calling except to ful- 
fill this responsibility that God has 
placed upon us. Heb. 2:3, “For how 
shall we escape, if we neglect so great 
salvation.” 

Paul did not owe the Greeks, Bar- 
barians, wise or unwise such material 
things as silver or gold, however he 
did owe them his time, talent, prayers, 
and aid. So he was responsible to 
preach and teach everywhere to the 
people. Friends, I am afraid we have 
God-called men and women who are 
shirking their responsibility by going 
back to their old jobs and other new 
jobs because they receive big money. 
Let us notice 1 Cor. 7:20-24, “Let every 
man abide in the same calling where- 
in he was called. Art thou called being 
a servant? care not for it: but if thou 
mayest be made free, use it rather. 
For he that is called in the Lord, be- 
ing a servant, is the Lord’s freeman: 
likewise also he that is called, being 
free, is Christ’s servant. Ye are bought 
with a price; be not yet the servants 
of men. Brethren, let every man, 
wherein he is called, therein abide 
with God.” 

Now friend, we can see by this-scrip- 
ture that God expects every one of us 
to abide within-our calling, and with- 
out any doubt we will be held respon- 
sible to God for the fulfillment of our 
calling. Paul was an educated man 
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and could have held a good job in his 
day, and perhaps made much money. 
But he felt his responsibility and was 
not satisfied to neglect his calling and 
fail to fulfill his obligation to God and 
His Church. So this great man, who 
went on and did what God had called 
him to do, said just before he left this 
world, to his son in the Lord, 2 Tim- 
othy 4:2-8, “Preach the word; be in- 
stant in season, out of season. I am 
now ready to be offered, and the time 
of my departure is at hand. I have 
fought a good fight. (In other words, 
I did not go to some job for material 
gain.) I have finished my course, I 
have kept the faith. Henceforth there 
is laid up for me a crown of right- 
eousness, which the Lord, the right- 
eous judge, shall give me at that day: 
and not to me only, but unto all them 
also that love his appearing.” 

Let us notice the outcome of some 
that shirked their responsibility. God 
called Jonah to go to Nineveh, but 
Jonah decided that he would go to 
Tarshish, in so doing disobeying God 
and also shirking his responsibility. 
God was displeased with this and sent 
a storm on the sea and it almost 
caused the ship that Jonah was on to 
be wrecked, endangering the life of 
Jonah and the lives of others too. 
After Jonah told the ship men that 
he was the cause of the trouble, they 
threw him overboard and a fish 
swallowed him and kept him until he 
was very willing to do what God want- 
ed him to do. Now those of you who 
are shirking your responsibility had 
better be careful. There might be 
something waiting to take charge of 
you and make you willing to go on 
with God and obey your calling. 


Every Christian is a debtor and has 
a responsibility, first, to God for the 
gift of His Son and His goodness; 
second, to this lost world we owe a 
4ife of holiness and a clean reputa- 
tion; third, we owe to God a life of 
activity. Jer. 6:16, “Thus saith the 
Lord, Stand ye in the ways, and see, 
and ask for the old paths, where is 
the good way, and walk therein, and 
ye shall find rest for your souls.” God 
expects us to be active in His vine- 
yard and we are promised soul rest 
after we have done whatever has been 
assigned to us to do. 


We have our responsibility to God’s 
Church. We owe the Church our pres- 
ence at every service that is at ail 
possible for us to attend. Heb. 10:25 
says, “Not forsaking the assembling 
of ourselves together, as the manner 
of some is; but exhorting one anoth- 
er: and so much the more, as ye see 
the day approaching.” Now we see by 
this scripture that we certainly should 
be at the services if at all possible.

Of 
course, there are some people who 
feel the responsibility of attending 
every service at the church, but when 
it comes time for the finance of the 
Church they don’t feel any respon- 
sibility, and say let the other folks 
attend to that part of the work. Now, 
my friend, every man, woman, and 
child have their part to do, and when 
every one does his part, then and only 
then will we enjoy the fulness of God’s 
blessings as a Church. . 

Paul said in 1 Cor. 16:1,2, “Now 
concerning the collection for the 
saints, as I have given orders to the 
churches of Galatia, even so do ye. 
Upon the first day of the week let 
every one of you lay by him in store, 
as God hath prospered him, that there 
be no gathering when I come.” Now 
let us notice that the Apostle Paul 
said, “Let EVERY ONE OF YOU lay 
by him in store as God hath prospered 
him.” He did not leave any one out 
but he placed a financial responsibility 
upon every one of them (the entire 
Corinthian church). Now some people 
will say, “I am not financially able to 
do anything. I am too poor.” Luke 11: 
40,41 says, “Ye fools, did not he that 
made that which is without make 
that which is within also? But rather 
give alms of such things as ye have; 
and, behold, all things are clean unto 
you.” So you can see that we are not 
too poor but we are only responsible 
to give alms of such things as we

The article “CHRIST FOR AMER- 
ICA” is a timely address given at 
the National Association of Evangeli- 
cals which met in Chicago May 3-7, 
by Dr. Harold J. Ockenga, newly 
elected president. Dr Ockenga is also 
pastor of Park Street Congregational 
Church in Boston, 


One year and one month ago, at 
the Coronado Hotel in St. Louis, Mo., 
a convention of one hundred and 
seventy Christian leaders commis- 
sioned nine men with a great task. 
We are gathered here in fulfilment of 
that commission to examine the de- 
gree of its accomplishment and to 
take steps toward the permanent ex- 
pression of the movement represent- 
ed by it. 

We live in a day of emerging leader- 
ship. At times, men have acted from 
principles based on a world view or a 
weltanschauung. Today, such world 
views are largely absent from social 
movements and human leaders are 
taking their place in the demand on 
the loyalties of men. Men no longer 
have a map to tell them the direction 
of their travel. They are in a fog— 
lost. Whenever a man appears who 
says, “I know the way—follow me; I 
will lead you out!” multitudes fall in 
line. We, who are met here, do not 
accept this philosophy. We have a 
weltanschauung—truly one much op- 
posed to the other views which still 
survive, but a powerful and a suf- 
ficient ground for our action. That 
world-view binds us together as men 
cannot otherwise be united. 

We also have a Leader, One who 
takes our absolute loyalty, Who knows 
the way, Who will lead us out of the 
fog. That Leader is Christ—the In- 
comparable One. This movement is 
and must continue to be identified 
with Him. Hence, human leadership 
will change from year to year, but the 
movement will go on. 

ALL U. S. SURVEYED 

For those temporary leaders charged 
with the conduct of this cause during 
the last year, I must now report, for it 
was my privilege and responsibility 
to be their servant. We believe that 
we have been true to the men of St. 
Louis. We have carried the vision of 
United Evangelical Action to the 
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Christian leaders of the nation. We 
have informed them of what had been 
done and what is yet to be done here. 
Moreover, we steadfastly emphasized 
the positive approach to the prob- 
lems of this crisis hour. We have re- 
fused to enter controversy even in the 
face of open attack. The task has been 
no mean one. 

This has been a herculean under- 
taking—in writing, speaking, travel, 
answering questions, organizing and 
meeting innumerable people. Person- 
ally, I have traveled through thirty- 
four states and have been absent 
from my local work for ten weeks. 
This has not been an unmixed bless- 
ing. If I speak of what I have seen 
and experienced you will understand 
that all is drawn from this United 
Evangelical Action work. 

FINDINGS ENLARGE PERSONAL 

EXPERIENCE 

As a by-product of our promotion 
of United Evangelical Action we have 
been enabled to visit concentrations of 
soldiers, to witness tremendous devel- 
opments in industry, ship-building, 
farming, amusements, and vice. We 
have seen the ravages of liquor and 
at first-hand we have been confront- 
ed with the task which is facing the 
nation in its war effort. Simultan- 
eously there has been impressed upon 
us the transition to the air age. At 
times, necessity has dictated that we 
have air transportation and it is ob- 
vious that great distances have been 
cut to almost nothing. One can fly 
from San Diego to Pensacola without 
ever being out of sight of an air field. 
We now have hundreds of thousands 
of trained pilots in our armed forces, 
young men who will return to civilian 
life with the desire of continuing their 
skill of flying. As a nation we are 
turning out sixty-five hundred fight- 
ing planes a month. This capacity will 
be largely increased and certainly 
will not be abandoned at the close of 
the war. I have found that it has been 
possible to be in Cuba one day, to 
speak twice on the same day in dif- 
ferent cities and to arrive at my own 
office in Boston the next morning at 
10:30. I have been able by the absence 
of a few days from my own desk on 
one extreme coast line of America to 
make a half dozen addresses in a 
great city on another coast line of 
America. A license has just been taken 
out by a new air company called 
Northeastern to give ferry service 
from Boston to London overnight and 
with twenty-four hours to Moscow. It 
is perfectly feasible for people now 
to be spending their week ends in 
Europe instead of in the mountains 
or at the seashore. 

Along with these vast changes which 
are taking place in our nation we wit- 
nessed a disposition on the part of 
Christians to cooperate in an attempt 
to match in spiritual undertaking 
what is going on materially in the 
nation and in the world. Christian 
leaders everywhere are conscious that 
the church and our spiritual develop- 
ment is being outstripped by material 
and ideological matters. They are 
waiting for the clear-cut, definite, 
sane and progressive leadership which 
can inaugurate a new era for Chris- 
tian influence and effectiveness. The 
time has come when the Christian 
Church has before it an unparalleled 


opportunity for United Evangelical 
Action. 
AMERICA WILL DETERMINE 
WORLD DESTINY 


Certain convictions have impressed 
themselves upon me in this contact 
with our nation. I believe that the 
United States of America has been as- 
signed a destiny comparable to that 
of ancient Israel which was favored, 
preserved, endowed, guided and used 
of God. Historically, God has prepared 
this nation with a vast and united 
country, with a population drawn 
from innumerable blood streams, with 
a wealth which is unequaled, with an 
ideological strength drawn from the 
traditions of classical and radical 
philosophy, with a government held 
accountable to law, as no other gov- 
ernment except Israel has ever been, 
and with an enlightenment in the 
mind of the average citizen which is 
the climax of social development. 
WE ARE FACING AN ACCOUNTING 

Had we time to enlarge upon these 
various blessings given to us by the 
infinite Creator in His good provi- 
dence, we could well have a thanksgiv- 
ing address. But God must have had 
some purpose in so preserving this 
country through the Renaissance, the 
Reformation and the enlightenment 
until the persecuted minorities of 
Europe might find it as a haven for 
their new life based upon evangelical 
Christian principles. God must have 
had a purpose in forging one great, 
united nation out of all these strains 
of population and thought. God must 
have had a purpose in giving primar- 
ily to evangelical Protestantism the 
historic leadership of this great na- 
tion. That purpose unquestionably was 
the intention to diffuse the knowledge 
of God and truth through the Gospel 
unto the world. Apparently the last 
great privilege of ministering to man- 
kind was committed to this particular 
nation. That is a tremendous respon- 
sibility for which we are answerable. 
We have the enlightenment. We have 
the historical tradition. We have the 
material means. We have the leader- 
ship. We have everything which is 
necessary in order to evangelize the 
world. Now we have entered into our 
maturity and we are facing an ac- 
counting for that destiny. If America 
fails to discharge its responsibility 
darkness must ensue. 

This nation in its maturity is pass- 
ing through a crisis which is enmesh- 
ing western civilization. Confusion 
exists on every hand. We are living in 
a very difficult and bewildering time; 
but few people realize what a tremen- 
dous change we are now undergoing. 
This war is the demarkation line. In 
fact, the change will take place dur- 
ing the war and will be speeded up 
with war measures and pressures, so 
much so that this war may aptly be 
called “world revolution.” The only 
comparison with the ideological war 
that has undergirded and caused this 
World War II in the whole history of 
mankind is the disintegration and fall 
of the Roman Empire. The change 
which took place at that time could 
be observed only through the peri- 
scope of the years as it was a process 
of centuries, but the. old system of 
ruling changed. The religious cult 
with its gods and sacrificial rites 
came to an abrupt end. A new era 
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started with unknown systems and 
life values. Certainly the fall of the 
Roman Empire was a total change of 
world conditions seldom recognized 
and valued as such by historians. 

Personally, we would connect this 
fall of Rome with the entry of Christ 
upon the scene of world history. He 
alone marks the division of the ages 
and He was the inaugurator of the 
new era. Yet that very era which 
Christ inaugurated by His teaching 
and deeds is now drawing to an end. 
It seems that it has lost its anchorage 
around the person of Christ. Western 
civilization, which was built directly 
upon Christian principles, apparently 
is nearing its end. When Christ began 
His teachings He announced again 
and again, “The kingdom of heaven 
is at hand.” This kingdom is now com- 
ing to an end. “The kingdom of hell 
is at hand” would be a more fitting 
topic announcing the things that 
seem to be coming to pass. 

The hour has arrived when the peo- 
ple of this nation must “think deeply 
or be damned.” We must examine our 
direction, our condition and our des- 
tiny. We must recognize that we are 
standing at the crossroads and that 
there are only two ways that lie open 
before us. One is the road of the 
rescue of western civilization by a 
re-emphasis on and revival of evan- 
gelical Christianity. The other is a re- 
turn to the Dark Ages of heathendom, 
which powerful force is emerging in 
every phase of world life today. 
EVANGELICALS CHALLENGED TO 

MAINTAIN LEADERSHIP 

Yet in the midst of such a crisis 
I would like to prophesy certain 
things about America. It is my earnest 
conviction that under this trial by fire 
with the death of hundreds of thou- 
sands of our young men, the destruc- 
tion of billions of dollars in resources, 
with the physical hunger likely to 
meet our entire population, with a 
possible epidemic of deadly disease 
and with the increasing crisis, there 
will be an emergent tide of latent 
common sense, faith, vision and Chris- 
tian outlook. We believe that America 
will again think of her origin, destiny 
and way of life. We will re-evaluate 
our actions and our standards. Suf- 
fering will revive the Christian spirit. 
Evidence of this has already appeared 
in several movements of our day. My 
attention was called to one recently, 
which began its announcement, 
“We are not fundamentalists. We ac- 
cept all the results of modern criti- 
cism concerning the Bible. But we 
also are returning to the literal resur- 
rection of the Lord Jesus Christ.” Men 
recognize that they must get back to 
evangelical Christianity even though 
they are loath to accept the forms 
and categories thereof. History and 
crisis will drive them to this result. 

America not only will survive this 
war, but will emerge chastened, ser- 
ious as to government, religion and 
morals and ready for an advance un- 
der the proper type of leadership. The 
present indifference to God and 
Christianity, the indulgence in the 
flesh, the influence of secularism we 
believe will pass. Some one must be 
ready to step into that open door. If 
Protestantism continues as it has 
continued for more than three dec- 
ades, with internicean strife and divi- 
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sion, the opportunity will go unseized 
or else the door will be entered by 
some ritualistic branch of Christen- 
dom that is already menacing the 
security of evangelical Christianity. 

It is up to us to make sure that the 
Christian Church will return to a new 
leadership, producing statesmen for 
our governmental circles, influencing 
education and rebuilding the founda- 
tions of society. I suggest to you that 
the alternative is not pleasant to con- 
template. 

THE CRISIS OF CIVILIZATION 

A profound impression has recent- 
ly been made upon the sociological 
thinkers of this nation by the book of 
Peterim Sorokin of Harvard entitled, 
“The Crisis of Our Age.” Sorokin is 
committed to what is called the cycli- 
cal theory of history or what Oswald 
Spengler described as morphilogical 
history. He believes that history 
moves in great cycles and describes 
the various emergent cultures, their 
flourishing period and their decay. 
Much evidence may be brought from 
Egypt, Nineveh, Babylon, Greece, 
Rome and even the West to support 
this particular theory. Sorokin says 
that we are in the greatest crisis of 
eight hundred years. We have passed 
through the ideational, the idealistic 
and are now in what is called the 
sensate or the decadent period of our 
age. This is manifested in materialis- 
tic relativism in the realm of politics, 
education, religion and sociology. The 
brilliant professor suggests that our 
day sees the last oblique rays of the 
setting sun which must emerge upon 
a new day or era, but that it is cer- 
tain that our era is drawing to an 
end. He backs his conclusions by tre- 
mendous evidence drawn from his 
studies over the years in sociology. He 
is only one of many voices being raised 
among us in our crisis. 

CIVILIZATION IS PASSING 
THROUGH SPIRITUAL 
CRISIS 

That we are passing through such 
a crisis in civilization is evident in the 
philosophic world. Absolute material- 
ism has been ruling the realm of edu- 
cation for several decades. It has ruled 
out all thought of the supernatural, 
all of the Christian tradition about 
God, Christ, salvation, ethics and his- 
tory as superstition. Man has been 
considered nothing but conditioned 
reflexes and very few educators have 
been willing to jeopardize their repu- 
tation in the scientific and education- 
al world by affirming their adherence 
to the Christian tradition. A notable 
exception to this is H. H. Horn of New 
York University. Yet the reaction 
against this soulless, materialistic, 
naturalistic emphasis in the educa- 
tional world has been seen in what 
is called the Catholic revival. Men 
and women have been disillusioned 
about the belief that man is essen- 
tially good, that this is a good world 
and that all is working toward prog- 
ress. We have come to see that man 
is a brute full of sin and that some- 
thing more is needed than a trust in 
the inherent goodness of man. There- 
fore, they are turning to the one 
source today which gives an external 
authority and claims to meditate be- 
tween the soul and the absolute; 
namely, Roman Catholic. Though it 
may be by ritual and sacraments, 


nevertheless it has an appeal unto 
the minds of men. The very fact that 
the best seller for five months in the 
major cities of America has been a 
novel based upon supernaturalism 
connected with the mystical elements 
of The Robe of the Christ and writ- 
ten by Lloyd Douglas is another evi- 
dence of this revolt against the natur- 
alism of our day. 

REVIVAL OF HEATHENDOM IS 

IN EVIDENCE 

The fruit of such banishing of God 
from our society is now evident in 
the world. Without God, man or so- 
ciety is without hope. We flounder in 
thought and action. We recognize that 
there is no value in democracy with- 
out a Christian condition to under- 
gird it. We have come to the realiza- 
tion that man must rule or be ruled 
and if he has lost the moral fiber, the 
internal standards, in order to rule 
himself, then the only alternative is 
an authoritative rule from above. 
Hence, on the decaying ruins of west- 
ern civilization have risen such sys- 
tems as Naziism, Fascism, Com- 
munism and other ideologies chal- 
lenging democracy for world ruler- 
ship. This could never come to pass 
had we clung to the belief in God, for 
each of these theories is fundamen- 
tally built upon the denial of the 
Christian tradition. 

In our day we have witnessed the 
revival of heathendom. Once western 
civilization was built upon Christian 
tradition. Now it has been divorced 
from its moorings. The heart of west- 
ern civilization today is heathen 
rather than Christian. We have seen 
an emergence of a new set of gods 
who have taken the place of absolute 
Jehovah revealed through the Lord 
Jesus Christ. Those gods consist of 
blood, power, sex, money, hunger, 
strong men, and strong weapons. 
They are worshipped by the masses. 
Men say, “Why should we have God 
any more when we have a strong 
navy, an army and the world reser- 
voir of gold? We are sufficient unto 
ourselves.” We have created our own 
gods and we bow down before them. 
And yet have we? Is there not a 
reality to the demonism invading 
these gods? Not long ago we thought 
that heathenism had been banished 
to the frontiers of the world, that all 
we needed was a few more mission- 
aries and all heathenism would be 
gone, that enlightenment would sub- 
stitute for it and that men would no 
longer believe in the existence of de- 
mons. We thought the conceptions of 
ancient Greece and Rome were some- 
thing childish, drawn from ignorance 
and would soon banish, but now we 
are coming to see that these heathen 
demons are very real subjects, that 
they have invaded our lives again 
and that we Christians must go forth 
as the early Christians did, not 
preaching a culture or a civilization, 
or a way of life, but giving Christ and 
Him crucified, for western civilization 
is no longer Christian. 


THE KINGDOM OF HELL IS 
AT HAND 


I have said that the kingdom of 
heaven is drawing to a close and that 
the kingdom of hell is at hand. We 
are faced with that interval of tyran- 
ny known as the reign of the Man of

“Why beholdest (gazeth at, or 
stareth) thou the mote that is in thy 
brother’s eye, but considerest not the 
> that is in thine own eye?” Matt. 


Mote-hunting is a little job for big 
men (for those who are big in their 
own eyes). God is good and severe— 
good to the weak, humble and honest 
—but hard on hypocrites. He plainly 
says, “Thou hypocrite, your first job 
is to get the beam out of your own 
eye.” See Rom. 11:22. Christ didn’t 
come to condemn. If we follow Him, 
we will have His spirit. In the 8th 
chapter of John He didn’t even con- 
demn the woman taken in adultery 
(however, He told her not to sin any 
more). It’s easy to be a hypocrite, and 
hard not to be one. I heard of a 
preacher saying the reason he prayed 
so much was to keep from being a 
hypocrite. True prayer won’t prosper 
mote-hunting. The publican in Luke 
18 wasn’t mote-hunting, but he beat 
the mote-hunter to the blessing. 


“A hypocrite pays tribute to God so. 


he can impose on men.” 

Mote-hunters are deceived. Their 
lion turns out to be a mouse, like the 
bear-hunter that was all set to shoot 
a bear, when out jumped a little cot- 
tontail rabbit. 

David, a man after God’s own heart, 
had a record, not for hunting and kill- 
ing motes (rabbits, woodrats and 
sparrows), but a lion and a bear, then 
the great giant Goliath. 

Mote-hunting, or judging others, is 
dangerous. In judging others we court 
judgment on ourselves: First, from 
men. A critic soon becomes unpop- 
ular; his conduct irritates people, and 
they begin watching him for perfec- 
tion. When he strains and strains at a 
enat, and then gulps down a camel, 
there his influence breaks off like a 
jug handle (so to speak). Second, from 
God. God deals with us as we deal with 
others. “If we forgive not men their 
trespasses, neither will your Father 
forgive your trespasses.” “Whatsoever 
a@ man soweth, that shall he also 
reap.” I expect if all our faults were 
written on our foreheads, the majority 
of us would pull our hats down in 
front. 

The old man criticized the sermon, 
the old lady the organist’s playing, 
and the daughter found fault with the 
singing; but they became silent when 
the little boy said, “But, Dad, it was 
4 ar good show for a nickel, wasn’t 


“He will be immortal who liveth till 
he be stoned by one without faults.” 
(Fuller) 

When you lay down at night, think 
first of your faults; after you go to 


sleep, the faults of others. This will 
greatly profit. 
Mote-hunters (faultfinders) are 


last to see their own faults, failings, 
and shortcomings. They are like the 
man who wore a coat of many patches. 
When asked why, he said one patch 
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other Brown’s sins, another Smith’s 
sins, etc. When asked about the little 
patch between his shoulders, he said, 
“Well, that little patch is my sins; 
they are not very much, and I hardly 
ever see them anyway.” 

If all imperfect folks wore white 
caps, we’d look like a flock of geese. 

Motes are little, but its possible to 
tear up a big church trying to get a 
mote out. It’s not wisdom to set fire 
to the barn because there is a few 
mice in it. 

Faultfinders are tempted to fib a 
little; to tell a young lie, one that has 
not cut teeth yet. O you mote-hunter 
and faultfinder, be sure you always 
tell the truth. 

“It is a good horse that never stum- 
bles, and a good wife that never 
grumbles.” 

It doesn’t take very much religion 
to grumble, hunt motes, and be a 
faultfinder; no, no, it’s like the boy 
looking for work. One man said to 
him, “Son, I hardly think I have 
enough work around here to keep a 
boy busy.” The boy answered, “Mr., 
you don’t realize how little work it 
takes to keep me busy.” 

Christ about as well as said mote- 
hunters had beams in their eyes and 
could not see clearly. Now I don’t 
want someone searching in my eyes 
for a small particle, when he is al- 
most blind himself. No, no, the eye 
is precious, and very delicate, and men 
with cataracts in their eyes could 
hardly make good oculists. 

Paul gave us some wonderful words 
in Heb. 10:24, “Let us CONSIDER (to 
think of their environment, their op- 
position, their talent, education, cul- 
ture, wisdom, and many other things 
would probably slow down our criti- 
cism) one another and provoke (use 
this word to help God and not the 
devil) unto love and good works.” Too 
many of us rather stare at the blem- 


ishes of others, than at their good 
qualities. God have mercy on the man 
that can go all the way from Dan to 
Beersheba, and say it’s all barren, 
“There is none good, no, not one,” etc. 

Last but not least, mote-hunting is 
about the first step of a backslider. 
As he gazes upon motes, his eyes are 
off of our example, pattern, way, and 
model to go by. Christ is the way. 
Let’s look, behold, gaze upon Him and 
then others will look better. David’s 
words in Psa. 39:1 have helped me 
more than once: “I said, I will take 
heed to MY ways that I sin not.” 
Preachers, let’s not waste precious 
ammunition on motes (sparrows, rats, 
etc.) when Goliath is defying the 
armies of the living God; when the 
devil goeth about like a roaring lion 
seeking who he may devour. Let’s take 
a shot at the devil himself.

have. Verse 42 says, “But woe unto 
you, Pharisees! for ye tithe mint and 
rue and all manner of herbs, and pass 
over judgment and the love of God: 
these ought ye to have done, and not 
to leave the other undone.” So you 
can see that the Lord does not in- 
tend for some to shout and enjoy the 
blessings of the Lord and shirk the 
responsibility of the financing of the 
Church. When every one shares the 
financial part of the Church, then we 

can all shout together. 

Jesus said in Matthew 23:23, that 
we ought to pay our tithes. Some peo- 
ple say that scripture was to the 
scribes, Pharisees, and hypocrites. 
Let us notice Matt. 5:20, “For I say 
unto you, That except your righteous- 
ness shall exceed the righteousness 
of the scribes and Pharisees, ye shall 
in no case enter into the kingdom of 
heaven.” Notice one thing, the scribes 
and Pharisees had enough religion to 
pay tithes, and the Scripture says 
that unless you have more than they 
did you cannot enter the kingdom of 
heaven. 

We have other responsibilities to 
the Church, too. There is the Bible 
Training School, which I think is one 
of the grandest institutions in this old 
world. We should send our children 
there for their religious training so 
that they could be more efficient 
workers for the Lord. Paul said in 
First Timothy to study to shew thy- 
self approved, a workman that need- 
eth not to be ashamed, rightly divid- 
ing the Word of truth. The Church of 
God Bible Training School and Col- 
lege is a place where every one will 
enjoy his school work and at the same 
time learn much about the Lord. 

Then we think of the orphans as a 
responsibility of every Christian. 
These precious children are looking 
to each of us as individuals. We will 
do our part for this worthy cause, 
won’t we? I feel like I can hear you 
say, “Yes, Brother, we WILL.” We no- 
tice in James 1:27 that, “Pure and un- 
defiled religion before God and the 
Father is this, To visit the fatherless 
and widows in their affliction, and to 
keep himself unspotted from _ the 
world.” 

In conclusion there is another re-

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In the third chapter of John’s 
Gospel we get the word “must” three 
times. The first “must” is in the say- 
ing of our Lord Jesus Christ to Nico- 
demus, “Marvel not that I said unto 
thee, Ye MUST be born again.” This 
is the sinner’s “must.” “Ye MUST be 
born again.” 

Of course, most people do not be- 
lieve this at all. They think they are 
quite good enough; not perfect, of 
course, but nothing much out of the 
way. Well, my friend, this kind of 
people never get anything or any- 
where with God, and do not know the 
first thing about salvation. 

No man on earth was ever saved 
until he made the discovery that he 
was by nature and practice a lost sin- 
ner in the sight of God. You may tell 
these just good folks that all men are 
“condemned already,” that all “are 
under the wrath of God,” and that 
all “have sinned and come short of 
the glory of God”; but it does not 
phase a particle and rolls off their life 
as water off a duck’s back. They are 
not interested. To have a changed 
life, to right about face, is just too 
much. But these people will wake up 
one of these days, most likely too late, 
and finally die and pass into an un- 
done eternity. What a tragedy! Un- 
saved man! Unsaved woman! Don’t 
you think it is really time you listened 
to God? “Ye MUST be born again.” 
The Lord Jesus Christ said so. That 
is final and conclusive. There is no 
other way. 

In this same chapter, our Lord not 
only declared that men “MUST be 
born again” or “not see the kingdom 
of God,” but He also said, “As Moses 
lifted up the serpent in the wilder- 
ness, even so MUST the Son of man 
be lifted up, that whosoever believeth 
in him should not perish, but have 
everlasting life.” John 3:14. This is 
the Savior’s MUST. 

Jesus was the only man that ever 
came into the world for the express 
purpose of dying. His “precious blood” 
had to be “shed” or the whole world 
perish (John 12:24). Men foolishly 
talk of being saved by character, by 
being good, and all that sort of non- 
sense. In New York City a large church 
of a certain denomination on Fourth 
Avenue displayed a large sign on 
which appeared the words, “This 
Church stands for salvation by char- 
acter.” What rubbish and tommyrot! 
The devil put that sign up. No man 
was ever saved by his own goodness. 
Nicodemus found that out long ago. 

“For by grace are ye saved through 
FAITH and that not of yourselves; it 
is the gift of God; not of works, lest 
any man should boast,” Eph. 2:8. 

What does that mean? It means 
just what is says, and this “salvation 
by character” talk is just a delusion 
of the devil. If you want to know 
what the heart of man is, read the 
words of Christ in Mark 7:21-23. A 
fine picture surely! And yet men talk 
about “salvation by character.” What 
silly nonsense! 


Listen again, “Now we know that 
what things soever the law saith, it 
saith to them that are under the law, 
that every mouth may be stopped, and 
all the world may become guilty be- 
fore God,” Romans 3:19. Have you, 
my friend, had your mouth “shut” in 
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the presence of God? If not, you do 
not know the first thing about salva- 
tion. It is time you found out the 
facts. Now you know them and there- 
fore you are WITHOUT EXCUSE 
(Romans 1:20). I say this in all kind- 
ness. 

The Savior Himself said He had to 
die, and He stated WHY He had to die. 
He had to die and shed His precious 
blood in order that His shed blood 
might make an atonement for sin... 
your sin, my sin, and the sins of the 
entire world. “It is the blood that 
maketh an atonement for the soul,” 
Lev. 17:11. 

There are people who tell us that 
Christ died as a martyr for His ideas. 
No, He did not. That, too, is a lie of 
Satan. “Without shedding of BLOOD 
is no remission” of sins, is the divine 
declaration (Heb. 9:22). Unitarians, 
Scientists, and other cultists general- 
ly give out this “martyr” nonsense be- 
cause they reject the plain Word of 
God that Christ died and shed His 
BLOOD in order to “put away sin by 
the sacrifice of himself” (Heb. 9:26). 

These folk who reject the blood of 
Jesus are “Cainites” and so reject the 
work of the cross. Well, let them go 
if they will. Some of these days they 
will get the shock of their life when 
they wake up in a lost eternity. 

“He that despised Moses’ law DIED 
WITHOUT MERCY under two or 
three witnesses: Of how much sorer 
punishment, suppose ye, shall he be 
thought worthy, who hath trodden 
under foot the Son of God, and hath 
counted the BLOOD of the covenant, 
wherewith he was sanctified, an un- 
holy thing, and hath done despite un- 
to the Spirit of grace?” Heb. 10:28, 29. 
God, has no better place for the wilful 
Christ-rejecter than the lake of fire. 
Better look sharp and think seriously, 
my friend, and do not let the devil 
beat you out of your salvation by any 
Unitarian rubbish that is so popular 
in so many religious circles today. 
THE BLOOD OF THE CROSS is God’s 
acid test for all religions of men... It 
levels them all. 

Bless the Lord for the uplifted 
Christ of God who on that cross “bare 
our sins in his own body on the tree” 
(1 Peter 2:24) and “put away sin by 
the sacrifice of himself.” Yes, Christ 
was right when He said the Son of 
man MUST be lifted up. 


Now there is a third MUST in this 
chapter. It is the saint’s MUST. John 
the Baptist was the speaker and he 
was the great forerunner of Jesus, the 
Messiah. Christ Himself said of him, 
“He was a burning and shining light,” 
and also “of those born of women 
there is none greater than John the 
Baptist.” 


Now what did John say? Well, he 
said this: “HE MUST INCREASE 
BUT I MUST DECREASE.” That’s 
what John the Baptist said concern- 
ing Christ. “He MUST increase but I 


MUST decrease.” That is the ringing 
message to every child of God even 
to this day. In A. D. 59 Paul wrote, 
“Am TI not an apostle, have I not seen 
the Lord?” Some questioned his posi- 
tion and he was defending his apos- 
tolic claim with zeal. In A. D. 64 he 
spoke of himself as “less than the 
least of all saints,” so he had come 
down several pegs as to his own im- 
portance. Oh, that we would do the 
same today as we grow in years of 
Christian life. In A. D. 65, shortly be- 
fore he was beheaded, Paul wrote of 
himself to Timothy as “chief of sin- 
ners.” So Paul shrank and shrank un- 
til he finally considered himself away 
down at the bottom of the list, the 
chief of sinners. To be at the top we 
must be at the bottom. A strange 
saying but true. The way up is down. 
To grow in spirituality we must grow 
smaller in self. 


An old Scotchman once said about 
Paul’s growth in grace, that it was 
like a cow’s tail, the more it grew 
the lower down it got. Think it over, 
my friend. One thing certain, God 
wants His people to emulate John the 
Baptist and Paul and grow more and 
more unimportant in their own eyes. 
“Tf a man think himself to be some- 
thing when he is nothing, he deceiv- 
eth himself,” Gal. 6:3. Don’t let the 
devil make fools out of us by puffing 
any of us up with pride. It is a stink 
before God. 

“T have been crucified with Christ 
(put to death) and I no longer live, 
but Christ liveth in me, and the life 
I now live in the flesh I live by faith 
of the Son of God, who loved me and 
gave himself for me,” Gal. 2:20. Cru- 
cifixion means death; yes, the most 
humiliating and ignominous death in 
the world, and that is what THE 
LORD OF GLORY passed through for 
each one of His own, and now He 
calls upon them to follow Him in hu- 
mility before the world that cast Him 
out. Not an easy thing to do, but it is 
His plan and path for us just the same 
and with Him we can do it. 

“Be ye clothed with humility for 
God resisteth the proud but giveth 
grace to the humble.” 

Jesus Himself said, “I AM meek and 
lowly in heart.” Wonderful! Praise 
His name forever. 

Do you really know Him? Christian, 
sinner, backslider, get to know Him 
... not about Him, but Him! Remem- 
_ then these three “musts” of John 


The sinner’s MUST—“Ye MUST be 
born again.” 

The Savior’s MUST—“Even so MUST 
the Son of man be lifted up.” 

The saint’s MUST—‘“He (Jesus) 
MUST increase but I MUST decrease.”

‘Repentance 


Text: Acts 2:38, “Then Peter said 
unto them, Repent, and be baptized 
every one of you in the name of Jesus 
Christ for the remission of sins, and 
ye shall receive the gift of the Holy 
Ghost.” 

How can a man be just with God 
without repentance? How can he be 
saved without repenting, for Jesus 
said in John 3:3, “Except a man be 
born again, he cannot see the king- 
dom of God.” How can a sinner be 
made righteous? It is only through 
Christ that we can be brought into 
harmony with God and receive the 
Holy Ghost. But many are asking, 
“How can we be saved and receive the 
Holy Ghost?” As Peter told them on 
the day of Pentecost when they were 
convicted of their sins and said, 
“What shall we do?” the very first 
word Peter said was, “Repent.” Acts 
2:38; “Repent ye therefore, and be 
converted, that your sins may be 
blotted out, ” Acts 3:19. 

Repentance includes sorrow for 
man’s sins which he has committed, 
and turning away from his sins. If 
we do not turn away from our sins 
in heart there can be no repentance. 
There are many in this world today

Sin. We are almost in the age of the 
beast, when the mark of the beast is 
becoming quite general. We have seen 
the persecution of believers rise 
throughout the whole of the earth. in 
great sections of the world to name 
the name of Christ has meant loss 
of liberty, possessions, franchise and 
often life itself. Society is saying in 
our day in answer to the question, 
“What have we to do with Jesus?’— 
“Nothing.” They do not want Jesus. 
They want their swine, their material 
things, their power, their sex, their 
money, their demons. “Jesus, depart 
from us. Go.” And Christ is leaving. 

As a result of such a philosophic 
crisis we have entered a political 
crisis called World War II and now 
the statesmen are announcing the 
possibility of World War III. Have you 
forgotten what World War I did to 
economics, when twenty-two million 
men were left without work? Then 
men talk about the new age coming. 
But the new age following this war 
will be one of famine, of pestilence, 
unemployment and of crisis that will 
outstrip that following World War I 
many times. We are now in the cen- 
tury of war and we shall suffer the 
consequence thereof. We have seen 
what is called the emergence of the 
East, or the coming of the kings of the 
rising of the sun. Russia has withstood 
Germany and is emerging as the 
great power of Europe and of the 
peace conference that will come after 
the war, but do not forget that Rus- 
sia is Asiatic. Japan has emerged par- 
tially victor in the Far East. The 
western nations have been driven out 
of the Far East. This may not be per- 
manent, but note that the western 
nations have now begun to equip In- 
dia, China and the hordes of the East 
for war. There are concentrated in 
Asia at least two-thirds of the peo- 
ples of the globe and when these peo- 
ples are prepared for war, you will see 
the emergence of the kings of the ris- 
ing sun and future trouble will come 
from these. Yes, the physical war is 
the outgrowth of our clash of ideolo- 
gies. It is what the Germans call, “Der 
Krieg Der Weltenschauungen.” The 
crisis is on. 

We are witnessing the crisis moral- 
ly. A wave of licentiousness swept the 
world in the post-war age and is now 
having such a rage in America that 
many people are alarmed. What Rus- 
sia did under the Bolsheviks in the 
twenties, what Germany did in the 
thirties and what Japan practiced 
with her Geisha girls has now been 
introduced into American life on a 
scale never before known. Joined with 
this is the elevation of Bacchus to a 
new position of god. Liquor has al- 
Ways been man’s enemy, but now it 
is exalted to a new place of import- 
ance. Forty per cent of the American 
population indulges in alcoholic bev- 
erages. It is the purpose of large scale 
liquor interests to make alcoholics out 
of the masses of young men going in- 
to the armed services of the nation. 
A rising tide of indignation is express- 
ing itself all over this nation against 
such practices. Dishonesty in the life 
of individual people as never before 
has been brought to the surface by 
national rationing. Rationing did not 
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make a nation of liars out of our peo- 
ple. We were liars before we were 
rationed or we would not have lied 
under the system. 


THE CHALLENGE TO CHRISTIANITY 

We have a “now or never” urgency 
in this matter. The time to strike is 
here. The iron is hot. The door is open. 
The need is great. 

We have a need of new life from 
Christ in our nation. That need first 
of all is intellectual. Unless the 
Church can produce some thinkers 
who will lead us in positive channels 
our spiral of degradation will con- 
tinue downward. Few, indeed, of the 
intellectual leaders of this land are 
taking a positive stand for Christian- 
ity today. Similarly, there is a great 
need in the field of statesmanship. 
Where are the men in high places of 
our nation with a knowledge of and 
regard for the principles of the Word 
of God? A _ well-intentioned Vice- 
President seems to be the notable ex- 
ception and his utterances on the 
subject of religion are far from evan- 
gelical Christianity. Contrast such a 
condition with the congressional rec- 
ord of half a century ago when the 
great statesmen of American life sub- 
stantiated their convictions by quota- 
tions from the Word of God. 
BUSINESS MEN ARE CONSPICUOUS 

FOR ABSENCE 

The need is even more evident in the 
business world. The business leaders 
of this nation, who at the same time 
are leaders of evangelical thought, are 
fewer and fewer. There was a day 
when governors, business leaders, 
statesmen, professional men would go 
on evangelistic committees for city- 
wide campaigns for Billy Sunday, 
Dwight L. Moody and others, but 
their names today are conspicuous by 
their absence. Yet if we ask those 
business men who are the cultural 
and economic leaders of the nation 
whether their fathers were Christian 
most of them would reply in the af- 
firmative. I say we need a new life 
in these realms of our national ex- 
istence if our crisis is to be averted. 

There must be a new power in per- 
sonal life. Unless this message of 
salvation, which we hold to be the 
cardinal center of our Christian faith, 
really does save individuals from sin, 
from sinful habits, from dishonesty, 
impurity and avarice, unless it keeps 
them in the midst of temptation, 
what good is it? Christians today are 
altogether too much like the pagan 
and heathen world both in actions 
and in life. Large movements exist in 
America in which young people and 
business men are wearing buttons to 
show that they are Christians. When 
a man needs a button in his lapel or 
upon his vest to let some one know 
that he is a Christian, there is some- 
thing wrong with his Christianity. 
Away with the signs announcing that 
we are believers. Let the glory of God 
radiate from a Christian countenance 
and let consistency of Christian ac- 
tion show in deeds and men will not 
have to -ask whether we are Chris- 
tians or not. They will know it. They 
do not wear any buttons in Africa, 
but everybody knows a man who is a 
Christian. The gulf between what we 
say and what we do is too great. It 
must be closed and that gulf can only 
be spanned by new power in personal 





life. 

I think Franz Spemann in his 
book, “Carl Heim and the Theology 
of His Time,” hits the matter squarely 
when he says, “What the evangelic 
church needs most at the present time 
and in the future before us is saints, 
great Christians—convinced and filled 
with the glory of the future world. 
Not tremendous achievements, or 
super-theological knowledge is need- 
ed, but a burning love for Jesus. We 
need men with eternity in view— 
Christ-loving men and women.” 

Only out of such a company of 
power men—light men—can a new 
vision grow for the future of America, 
Our salvation after the war is not a 
new economic social order nor a 
political new deal, but it must grow 
out of Bible Christianity, with Christ 
the leader and eternity in view. 

Therefore, there must be a resur- 
gence of Christian life or darkness 
will claim our age. The hour has struck 
when there is no alternative. We 
stand at the crossroads, at the crisis 
place, at the point of decision. We can- 
not escape it. Preaching, worship and 
ethics are only a part of this mani- 
festation of Christ’s life. No plan, na 
theory, no hope may be held for men 
save in this Divine source; namely, 
Christ Jesus. It is and must be Christ 
for this crisis. He alone can bring 
hope, but who will bring Him to the 
nation? Here is the cry for evangeli- 
cal leadership. This is the need of the 
hour. Christ for the nation by those 
who know Christ and who have the 
eternal view. 

THE CHRISTIAN LEADERSHIP 

EMERGING 


Is such a leadership coming upon 
the scene? Our fondest hope and de- 
voutest dreams for such a leadership 
apparently are being realized in the 
National Association of Evangelicals 
for United Action, commonly known 
as United Evangelical Action. The 
streams of origin of this movement in 
a hundred different sources are in- 
capable of being traced in an hour 
like this, but as the streams of a great 
river may be found in little springs 
coming forth under rocks, little brooks 
flowing down mountain sides, little 
creeks ending in rivulets and rivulets 
in rivers, and rivers in the mighty 
streams, until they reach the Father 
of Waters, so we believe that innumer- 
able sources were contributory to this 
movement. Ministers meeting in fel- 
lowship, mission boards facing prob- 
lems, individuals feeling isolation, 
widespread conviction mounting that 
Christ desires us to be unified that 
the world may believe, all contributed 
to the first meeting of the temporary 
committee. 

Out of that meeting with some of 
the strongest leaders in this nation 
such as Drs. Edman, Paine, Houghton, 
Ironside, Fuller, Ayer, Wright and 
others came the great call for the St. 
Louis convention signed by one hun- 
dred and forty-three leaders of this 
nation. Then thirteen months ago, in 
April 4-7, 1942, one hundred and sev- 
enty men gathered at the Coronado 
Hotel in St. Louis to plumb the pos- 
Sibilities of such United Evangelical 
Action. From the intellectual and de- 
votional heat of those three days of 
conference, prayer and discussion and 
planning came the temporary or- 
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ganization of the National Associa- 
tion. Nine men were given the respon- 


sibility of its leadership. Twenty-five . 


were assigned places of guidance as 
an Advisory Committee and a pro- 
gram of holding regional conferences 
was assigned to the Executive Com- 
mittee in order to inform this nation 
of the movement which was afoot. 

At the present status we have held 
over forty regional conventions. We 
have thirty-four Regional Associa- 
tions formed with their continuing 
committees and officers and their 
delegates present at this convention. 
We have a score of denominations 
which have sent their officially elect- 
ed delegates to represent them at 
this convention. We have many educa- 
tional institutions, mission boards 
and individual churches fully repre- 
sented here. We have completed our 
work. We believe that the great re- 
sponse has demonstrated that there is 
an opportunity before evangelical 
Christianity in this nation never be- 
fore known. We turn that opportunity 
over to you. What you do with this 
movement will enter into history. God 
grant that you may have wisdom to 
use it well. 

The present potential of this Unit- 
ed Evangelical Action is unpredict- 
able in its greatness. It is an instru- 
ment now in our hands for the bring- 
ing to pass of a new era in Christian 
achievement and a means to meet 
the need of this crisis hour in our na- 
tion and the world. Great men in in- 
tellect, spirit and influence are con- 
nected with this movement. There is 
no reason why it should not become 
the spearhead for the invasion of 
the Christian consciousness of this 
nation as to our responsibility and 
our revivalistic opportunity. Nothing 
in the nature of attack can hinder 
this movement, if God is in it. Other 
organizations which have been living 
in the eddies of the central stream of 
Christianity or have been organized 
in the backwash of this particular 
movement can have nothing to do 
with its future. As I read of their 
attacks, I think of the old Spanish 
proverb so appropriate at this time, 
“The dogs bark, but the caravan 
moves on.” 

ARE ABOUT TO CRYSTALLIZE 

COURSE OF ACTION 


You are about to go now into your 
work-study groups. You are about to 
forge out on the anvil of discussion 
the policies of this movement. You 
are about to crystallize its constitution 
and its future course of action. You 
have here the privilege of forming a 
policy on evangelism which would be 
able to create congresses over this na- 
tion comparable to the Eucharistic 
Congresses of Romanism and contain- 
ing the dynamic of the great spirit of 
the evangelical revival. 

You can plan here for a crusade for 
chaplains under a true Biblical em- 
phasis which will provide the needed 
spiritual leadership for our armed 
forces. You may provide the means of 
challenge for the church of this day 
to prepare an army of young men and 
women for new missionary effort to 
be launched on a larger scale than 
ever before as the door is opened to a 
broken, wounded and bleeding world 
following this war. You must not for- 
get that the supreme task of the 
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church is to preach the unsearchable 
riches of Christ to the heathen. This 
is the lost vision, but it must be re- 
claimed and you are the ones to re- 
claim it. 
MUST PLAN A PROGRAM OF 
CHRISTIAN EDUCATION 

You must give unto us a plan and 
program of Christian schools and 
Christian education which will pro- 
vide the needed leadership in other 
realms of social life in the generations 
to come. You must absolutely insist 
upon the continued separation of the 
Church and the State. By reviewing 
the real violations of this in days 
which are just past, forge a statement 
of guidance which can direct the ac- 
tivities of this movement so as to 
guard our precious heritage. You may 
now so unify evangelical Christianity 
in large numbers so that the broad- 
casting companies of this nation will 
grant to our evangelical gospel mes- 
sage weekly broadcasts on all the 
major chains reaching the masses of 
the people of this nation for Christ. 

Finally, my brethren, you are the 
men chosen of God to restore the 
foundations and rebuild the breaches 
of individual religious life caused by 
the resurgence of heathendom. Only 
thereby can the foundations of de- 
mocracy be made safe. Our first line 
of defense is not in Tunisia nor 
Guadalcanal nor Burma nor the 
Aleutians. Our first line of defense 
consists of righteousness in the indi- 
vidual soul. 

FOUR GOALS WE MUST ATTAIN 

God give you wisdom. God give you 
a new anointing. God give you conse- 
cration, a sense of soberness and a 
determination to see this task 
through. We summon you to a breadtia 
of vision, to a tolerance of spirit, to a 
love of your brethren and, above all, 
to a determination to bring all evan- 
gelical interdenominational organiza- 
tions into this great movement. God 
has providentially prepared organ- 
izations in the realm of Christian 
education such as the E.T.T.A., in the 
realm of evangelism such as the 
Christ for America Crusade, in the 
student world such as the Inter Var- 
sity Christian Fellowship, among or- 
ganizations of business men such as 
The Laymen’s Crusade and The Gid- 
eons, in the pioneer mission fields 
such as The Conference of Faith Mis- 
sions, all of which should be closely 
identified with the National Associa- 
tion of Evangelicals for United Ac- 
tion. Let this be a movement of God 
and as a movement let it unite our 
evangelical forces. Let not the chil- 
dren of this world such as The Fed- 
eral Council of Churches and its af- 
filiates be wiser than the children of 
light. 

SACRIFICE IS NEEDED 

For Christ some of us must be ready 
to sacrifice our positions, our sub- 
stance and our life, in order that we 
may preserve America spiritually, as 
the youth of this nation are willing 
to sacrifice their positions, substance 
and life to preserve the nation phy-i- 
cally intact..I believe that leadership 
is coming. I believe it is vested in 
United Evangelical Action. I believe 
that this movement is the only hope- 
ful sign on the horizon of Christian 
history today. If we, who are gathered 
here, meet our responsibility this week 


it may well be that the oblique rays 
of the sun are not the rusty red 2f 
its setting but are the golden rays of 
its rising for a new era. God bless 
you, my brethren.
